AW NUTS! 


Dear Larz: 

T have some bad news and some good news. First 
the good news. The nut tree photographed in the Town 
Crier recently is, indeed a chestnut tree. Now the bad 
news. It is not an American Chestnut. 

When I saw the photo, I was struck by a similarity to 
my own Chinese Chestnut trees, which have just 
recently come to bearing size. The Rounds property 
being only a half mile from my own, I walked over 
there and found the tree. Since I do not profess to be 
an expert on nut trees, I decided to appeal the case toa 
higher court, namely, the Connecticut Nut Growers 
Association in New Haven, with whom I've had prior 
correspondende. I mailed several burs and leaves 
from the Rounds tree to the attention of Dr. R.A. 
Jaynes, president of the Conn. Association, and a 
recognized authority on all types of Chestnut trees 
His reply, receive a day or two ago, was unqualified; 
the tree is definitely a Chinese Chestnut 

Chinese Chestnut trees (which are blight resistant) 
were introduced into North America about 35 years 
ago, to hopefully replace the blighted American varie- 
ty. 
"he Chinese nuts are somewhat larger and very 
nearly as good tasting (some claim better) than the 
American. My guess is that Dr. Rounds planted this 
. Since single trees are not self 
fertile, it may not have borne nuts untll recently, and 
is, I suspect, now being cross pollinated by bees and 
wind, courtesy of my two trees.
